Species VI: Figures 12A shown an embodiment with a campsite kitchen carrier; 
Species VII: Figures 12B shown an embodiment with a dual grill catering carrier; 
Species VIII: Figures 13 shown an embodiment with a utility tool carrier; 
Species IX: Figures 14A-14B shown an embodiment with a domestic equipment 

carrier; 

Species X: Figures 15 shown an embodiment with a emergency medical 
equipment carrier; 

Species XI: Figures 16A shown an embodiment with an alternate embodiment for 
the hitching assembly; 

Species XII: Figures 16B shown an embodiment with an alternate embodiment 
for the hitching assembly; and
